In the area where these peoples 
lived great powers early strove 
and wrought mightily. Some had 
the misfortune to operate before 
the curtain of recorded history 
went up. But by archaeology or 
writing on clay tablets or stone, 
on papyrus and parchment, we 
know something of them all... 
Egyptians, Hittites, Philistines, 
Persians, Greeks, Romans, Turks, 
the French, British . . . now the 
Russians and, unwillingly and 
awkwardly, the Americans. 

Before the Moslem conquest 
those were all separate peoples, 
different races, though related. 
United by a religion, they became 
not Arabs, but Moslems. 

As Moslems they almost con- 
quered the known world . . . and 
then the Turks came. The Turks 
banned the Arabic language in 
schools and government. No geo- 
graphical patriotism developed. 
The Turks encouraged divisions. 
This weight of Turkish oppression 
was on them for 400 years. When 
the first great world war began 
the pockets of resistance, always 
there, were expanded by the en- 
ergies, genius and incredible la- 
bor of Lawrence, Faisal and many 
others, English and Arab, who 
assisted. 

They had to overcome tribal 
patriotisms and jealousies. Often 
they were attacked by some 
Arabs fighting for themselves, or 
for the Turks. 


Unity of Arabs 

Language was the master key. 
In it did lie the key to imagina- 
tion . . . a unity of Arab peoples. 

It is almost inconceivable how 
swiftly things have changed—in 
our own time. 

It was not too long ago that 
Saudi Arabia, a feudal country 
rich in oil, was looked upon as 
the dominant, most influential 
“‘state’”’ in the Middle East. Egypt

Although the acreage planted 
to the golden leaf is slightly re- 
duced from 1957, due to increased 
soil bank participation, county 
agents in most counties said bet- 
ter yields and better quality will 
help boost the cash farmers re- 
ceive from. sales this year. 
Coupled to a $3.80 boost in gov- 
ernment support for this year’s 
crop, the average price growers 
receive should exceed the $55.88 
per hundred pound record paid 
out to farmers in 1957. 


GROSS SALES 


Gross market sales in 1957 
amounted to 119,983,642 pounds for 
$62,043,116. However, the sales in- 
cluded five markets in Florida 
as well as the 23 Georgia counties. 

In the counties reporting, eight 
county agents predicted a better 
quality crop than in 1957, nine 
said quality of the leaf in their 
counties would average about the 
same as last year, and one — in 
Tift County — predicted a reduc- 
tion because of wet weather dam- 
age to tobacco planted in low 
areas.

Gen. Chennault Dies of Cancer; 


Famed as Leader of Flying Tigers 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — Lt. 
Gen. Claire L. Chennault, who 
wrote one of the most brilliant 
chapters in aviation history as 
leader of the famed Flying Tigers, 
died Sunday of lung cancer. 

The veteran air tactician who 
said he would lick the dread di- 


sease, died at 4:15 p.m., e.s.t, in 
Ochsner Clinic. He was 68. 

At his bedside was his second 
wife, Anna, a former Chinese jour- 
nalist 


‘The general had been in grave 


gone an operation in 1956 which 
resulted in removal of the upper 
lobe of his left lung. Thirteen 


months later, doctors discovered 
another spot of cancer in his lung 
cavity. 

Chennault blazed a path of 
glory, both for himself and the 
handful of adventurous aviators 
that formed the American volun- 
teer group in the skies over Chi- 
na during the Sino-Japanese war 
before the conflict mushroomed in- 
to World War II. 

In the brief seven months be- 
fore Pearl Harbor, the Flying Ti- 
gers fought against impossible 
and won. : 

Many times the courageous pi- 
lots, often led by Chennault him- 


self, scrambled into the Curtiss 


P40 fighter planes to take on Ja- 


panese planes outnumbering them 
20 to one. 

By the time the U.S. entered 
the war and the Flying Tigers 
were absorbed into the 14th Air 
Force commanded by Chennault, 
the group, with less than 100 
planes, accounted for 284 official 
kills and many more “‘probables.” 
The Tigers lost only 15 planes. 

The phenomenal success of the 
Flying Tigers was due to Chen- 
nault’s brilliance as an air strate- 
gist. 

Chennault applied the tricks of

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Defense 
‘Secretary Neil H. McElroy has in- 
‘formed Congress that some nu- 
| clear weapons in the nation’s 

stockpile have been altered in a 
way that increases death-dealing 
radioactive fallout over a local 
area. 

But McElroy, in a letter made 
public Sunday hastened to add 
that increased fallout was only a 
by-product of the alteration. Its 
main purpose, he said, was to 
equip nuclear weapons for surface 
and low-level bursts. 

McElroy’s letter to Chairman 
Russell ‘D-Ga.) of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee was 
the latest word in a running dis- 
pute over clean versus dirty nu- 
clear weapons. 
| McElroy’s letter gave some sup- 
| port to Anderson’s contention that 
ithe Defense Department had al- 
‘tered some weapons in a way to 
‘increase local fallout. 

The defense secretary said some 
nuclear weapons had been given 
new fuses to equip them for low- 
level bursts when it is necessary 
to destroy an airfield with a giant 
crater or demolish other installa- 
‘tions, such as submarine pens.

he last hometown hope couldn’t 


shake “the bogey a or relentless Tommy Aaron 
Sunday afternoon and the Southeastern Amateur Golf 
Championship left Columbus for the first time in —_

The comeback trail ran out on 
former titlist Jack Key Jr., at the 
32nd hole. Aaron closed the final 
gate with a 14-inch putt, 5 and 4. 

Key dug his own grave by 
bogeying five of the morning 
round’s first seven holes, and his 
younger opponent buried him with 
an avalanche of post-lunch pars. 

Key bogied holes 4, 5, 6 and 7 
and lost all to Aaron pars. 

Aaron, Gainesville’s golfing 
pride, stayed ahead 4up at the 
halfway point. Key, who tired but 
never quit, cut the margin to 
three holes with a birdie 4 on 
No. 19: 

However, Aaron took advan- 
tage of Jack’s bogey 5s on 2 
and 26 to move 5-up. 

An out-of-bounds slice at 29 cost 
Key another bogey, and it was all 
over except the trophy presenta- 
tions. 

Aaron missed closing him out 
with a short putt on 31, the only 
non-par hole on his last round, 
and finished the job with 32. 

The University of Florida ace 
thus became the first non-Colum- 
bus winner of this tournament 
since Doug Sanders, Cedartown, 
performed the feat in 1954. 

“IT have hit the ball better and 
have played better,” Aaron said, 
“but I feel right fortunate in win- 
ning.” 

Key, an equally gracious 
loser, said, “I just didn’t have 
it to come back. Sometimes you 
can come back after a bad 
round, but this wasn’t my day. 

“Did you see that boy? He 
played like it was the first round.” 

Key, 30, gave nine years to his 
collegiate opponent. 

Since he only plays weekend 
golf now, Key’s arrival in the 
finals was a noteworthy accom- 
plishment in itself. 

Aaron puzzled the large gallery 
at Columbus Country Club course 
by utilizing a three wood on his 
drives. 

“I broke my regular driver,” 
he said, ‘‘and didn’t have time 
to get used to another one.” 

However, his losing adver- 
sary will be the first to agree 
that Aaron’s drives nor any 
Other phase of his game left 
anything to be desired. 

He had 12 straight pars on the 
last round. 

He probably broke Key's back 
on holes two, three and five.

ing from the Baghdad Pact. The 
late King Faisal and his Premier, 
the late Nuri As-Said, brought 
Iraq into the Baghdad Pact three 
years ago in face of opposition 
from all over the Arab world. 

General unity among the re- 
maining members of the pact, 
Britain, Iran, Turkey and Paki- 
stan, is the object of Monday’s 
meeting. Dulles is optimistic on 
this score after talking to Pre- 
mier Manouchehr Eghbal of Iran 
and Firoz Khan Noon, prime min- 
ister of Pakistan, during the day. 

Dulles, according to US. 
sources, found the two leaders 
far calmer than he had anticipat- 
ed. They were unimpressed by 
Soviet menaces and threats, the 
secretary of state reported, and 
their sense of unity has increased 
as the danger has increased. 

The U.S. is firmly convinced 
the Baghdad Pact must be main- 
tained. Progress made in organ- 
izing the defense of the “‘northern 
tier’’ nations, Iran, Pakistan and 
Turkey, which shield Middle East 
oil from the Soviet Union, must 
be continued. 

Diplomats of Baghdad Pact na- 
tions complained, however, that 
this vehement oral support is 
rather ambiguous in view of U.S. 
reluctance over full adherence to 
the pact. At present the United 
States is a member of the mili- 
tary, economic and countersub- 
version committees of the pact 
but is not a full member. Dulles 
will attend Monday’s meeting as 
an observer. 

Adherence to the pact cannot 
be decided now, U.S. diplomats 
said. They cited the loosely 
drawn pact agreement as one 
reason. 

The agreement does not pro- 
vide, it was said, the basic ‘“‘one 
for all and all for one”’ principle 
of the North Atlantic Treaty or 
Southeast Asia Treaty, and hence 
it would be difficult to win con- 
gressional ratification for it if the 
United States joined.

headed a trio of stunt flyers, know 
as the ‘‘Three Men on the Flying 
Trapeze.” One of their favorite 
stunts was to perform intricate 
maneuvers linked together with a 
20-foot length of light rope, with- 
out breaking it, a difficult feat 
requiring great flying skill. 

Chennault was born in Com- 
merce, Tex., on Sept. 6, 1890, and 
was taken to Louisiana when he 
was six months old. His father, 
John Stonewall Chennault, was a 
cotton planter, and young Claire 
planned to follow in the elder 
Chennault’s footsteps. 


He enrolled in Louisiana State 
University in 1908 to study agri- 
culture but later switched to teach- 
ing and taught school for four 
years in Athens, La., until Ameri- 
ca’s entry into World War I. 

He enlisted as a private but was 
soon commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant and applied for flight train- 
ing. Ironically, he was rejected. 

He persisted and, in 1919, was 
awarded the silver wings of an 
Army aviator. He left the Army 
the following year, but his love 
for flying led him back to the 
service several months later. Un- 
til he formed the ‘Flying Trap- 
ezes,’” Chennault saw duty in Ha- 
waii and later as an instructor at 
several air bases in this country. 


RETIRED IN 1937 


Chennault retired to his home 
in Waterproof, La., in 1937, but 
soon tired of his inactive life and 
went to China at the urging of 
Gen. Mau Pang Tsu, then chief 
of the Chinese air force to help 
train pilots for the war against 
Japan. , 

Chennault became a colonel in 
the Chinese air force after serving 
briefly as a civilian advisor to 
the Commission of Aeronautical 
Affairs, headed by Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

Then in 1941 he organized the 
Flying Tigers. 

Chennault retired again — this 
| time for good—in July, 1945, and 
| in the post-war years operated the 
Civil Air Transport Airline in 
'China and later from Formosa 
after the Communists overran the 
| Chinese mainland. 

The Communist vfctory was a 
tremendous blow to the outspoken 
| general. He became a vigorous 
'critic of what he called the gov- 
-ernment’s ‘“‘stiff-necked theories’’ 
in dealing with Red expansion in 
Asia. 

He took to the lecture circuit to 
push for more military and eco- 
nomic aid to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist forces in Formosa. 

He himself was eager to lead 
an invasion force onto the Chinese 
mainland. When the Korean War 
broke out in 1950, Chennault urged 
dropping atomic bombs on North 
Korea as a means of “ending that 
conflict in the shortest possible 
time.”’ 


SON LIVES IN AREA 


Other survivors include two 
daughters, Anna Claire, 10, and 
Cynthia Louise, 8. 

There are eight children by 
his first wife: Mrs. Nell Thomas 
Chennault of Waterproof, La.: Col. 
John S. Chennault, air attache at 
U.S. embassy, Madrid, Spain; 


Turkish Premier Adnan Men- 
dres arrived Sunday night too, 
late to participate in the discus- | 
sions.

NOVEL PROPOSAL 


The proposal, officials com- 
mented, was novel, but the United 
States would continue to support 
it in the Security Council. Dulles 
repeatedly stressed his desire for 
the withdrawal of the U.S. forces. 
Beyond the immediate problems 
offered by their positions in Leb- 
anon and Jordan, the U.S. and 
British positions are somewhat 
nebulous. 

Comments on an arms embargo 
for the Arab states, and presum- 
ably for Israel, since the Arab 
states would not agree if Israel 
were excluded, however, marked 
an advance, diplomats said. 

The term Arab states usually is 
applied to Iraq, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, the sheikdoms and sul- 
tanates of the Persian Gulf, and 
Yemen and Syria and Egypt, 
which make up the United Arab 
Republic. One difficulty in the 
Classification is that, although 
Egypt is the largest partner in 
the United Arab Republic, Iraquis 
and Jordanians do not regard 
Egyptians as Arabs.

End Strife 
In Cyprus, 
Turks Urge 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — There 
were new faint hopes of peace in 
Cyprus Sunday. But bloodshed 
continued. 

Turkish-language newspapers is- 
sued a strong appeal for an end 
to the vendetta between Greek 
Cypriots and Turkish Cypriots. 

Thus the newspapers lined them- 
selves up with appeals already 
made by Turkish and Greek Cyp- 
riot leaders and the island’s Brit- 
ish governor, Sir Hugh Foot. 

But Turkish Cypriots denounced 
the mass arrest of Turkish Cyp- 
riots last week in the government’ 
campaign to quell communal vio- 
lence before it explodes into civil 
war. Greek Cypriots earlier had 
similarly denounced arrests of 
their compatriots. 

In a telegram to Nicosia’s Greek 
Cypriot mayor, Dr. Themistocles 
Dervis, Foot appealed to “all 
those who exercise influence in 
the island” to do everything pos- 
sible to end bloodshed soon. 

“When violence has been re- 
moved we can then get on with 
practical progress,”” he said, ‘‘but 
as long as violence continues there 
is no hope for the future.”

Outlanders who aren’t in the 
know consider the Southerner 
an uneducated type. But the 
Southern regional office of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
come up with a refuting fact. 

In 1956, more women were 
graduated from colleges and 
universities in the South than 
in other regions of the country. 
But, just so Southerners won't 
get to feeling too intellectual, 
this report adds that other re- 
gions keep more of their college 
graduates than does the South. 

The information, issued by the 
U.S. Department of Labor, is 
called, ‘“‘College Graduates Go 
to Work: Report on Women 
Graduates Class of 1956.’ It 
states that 27,550 women were 
graduated from Southern aca- 
demic institutions, but 2,350 mi- 
grated to other regions. 
EMPLOY MORE 


The Northeast and the West 
employed more women gradu- 
ates than they turned out, and 
apparent!y these regions ab- 
sorbed the outflow from the 
South. Personnel people long 
have decried our loss of work- 
ers with high potential. 

The South has the most peo- 
ple ‘13,960.000) of college age. 
At 5,500,000 the West has less 


than half that number. There 
are 502 undergraduate schools 
in the South, 212 in the West. 
In 1956, the Western region pro- 
duced 12,887 graduates, then 
gained 1,500 more. 

Brunswick A. Bagdon, South- 
ern regional director of the bu- 
reau, observed that other re- 
gions offer better job opportuni- 
ties, more glamour and better 
pay. On top of these lures, he 
added, ‘“‘Historically, the South 
has furnished the professional 
and unskilled work forces for 
other parts of the country.” 

Compare these salary figures: 
In the South two years ago, the 
average yearly starting salary 
for a woman college graduate 
was $3,073. In the West, a be- 
ginner’s salary averaged $3,803. 
Certain professional groups— 
artists, Musicians, actresses, re- 
search workers and therapists, 
nurses, social and welfare work- 
ers, librarians — fared better 
than the average starting sal- 
ary around these parts. But 
even these highly skilled groups 
took home less pay than work- 
ers in the same fields in other 
regions. 

And other groups of Southern 
workers — including teachers, 
bookkeepers, accounting clerks, 


religious workers, secretaries, 
stenographers — drew salaries 
lower than the South’s average. 

Beginning teachers, for exam- 
ple, earned an average of 
$3,019—$400 to $900 a year less 
than ‘teachers in other regions. 
At $2,960, stenographers earned 
almost as much money as teach- 
ers. 


TEACHING LEADS 


Teaching led the pack of job 
choices—it claimed 59 per cent 
of the employed graduates. And 
graduates who could teach so- 
cial and ‘natural sciences _in- 
creased substantially over the 
1955 group. 


Most of the women entered 
fields that tied in with their 
college training. In fact, the 
women who were interviewed 
expressed a desire for a closer 
alliance between job and aca- 
demic requirements. They also 
wanted more vocational and ap- 
titude tests, career counseling 
and realistic information on job. 

But, for all their interest in 
jobs, the young women were 
emphatic about one point—78 
per cent of the graduates had 
no intention of building a ca- 
reer. They set their long-range 
sights on marriage and a fam- 
ily.

HOLLY CREEK—“Why don’t you eat that tomato?”’ my moun- 
taim neighbor said. ‘‘What are you doing, saving it hoping some 
big city photographer like Kenneih Rogers will come by and take 
its picture for the paper?” 

The notion had occurred to me, of course. But I used to be 
the Freak Vegetable Editor, receiving hot tips daily on potatoes 
shaped like dinosaurs, string beans that were 10 feet long and 
squashes of such phenomenal size and color that they should be 
locked up in Fort Knox. So I knew that as such things go, my 
tomato wasn’t so remarkable. The only remarkable thing about 


it is that it grew on my land, flowering and coming to fruition 
without storm or summer sun or pestilence doing it in. 


And that isn’t enough to qualify it either to have its picture 
in the paper or to collect a prize at the Georgia Mountain Fair. 
I really had my sights set on the mountain fair, too. Ever since I 
first came upon that lovely little old-timey fair, humming along 
in the hills of Towns County one August several years ago, I’ve 
yearned to be an active, participating contributor to it instead of 
just a spectator. It’s one of the first fairs in the state (August 11- 
16 this year), collecting under one roof just about everything that 
ever charmed you about the country. 


The way I figure, any rural citizen with git-up-and-git can 
produce something to show off at that fair—if not a prize quilt or 
sourwood honey then a fox hound or a jar of preserves. Now I 
hear that Mr. and Mrs. E. N. Nicholson of Hiawassee (he’s the 
famous and well-loved mountain farm agent who retired a few 
weeks ago) are beating the bushes trying to round up exhibits to 
make this year’s fair even better than before. 

The mountain fair covers all the mountain counties across the 
top of the state and even invites contributions from neighboring 
counties in every state. And every year there’s some new and 
unexpected delight. (Last year the U.S. Forest Service outdid it- 
self with a wild animal and flower exhibit, a functioning waterfall 
and collection of movies on forest and park developments in Geor- 
gia. The movie was shown out of doors and I remember with 
pleasure bundling up in sweaters and sitting in the moonlight to see 
it a second time just because my children thought it as exciting 
as a Western and even more exciting than the rides on the mid- 
way.) 


There was a taxidermy exhibit from a young boy in Ellijay 
that won a lot of blue ribbons and the old mountain cabin, which is 
a feature every year and different every time, and a great many 


antiques, home canned fruits and vegetables, prize grapes and | 


apples and livestock. .The hog rifle shoot has become a regular 
feature and I hear they are planning to have a fiddlers’ conven- 
tion, which will be new. 


But for a really snappy innovation this year I'd like to suggest 
to Mr. and Mrs. “Nick” that they get the fair association to give 
ribbons for effort. A blue ribbon for achievement is a standard 


thing, done by fairs everywhere. Why shouldn’t the Georgia Moun- | 


tain Fair take a tip from the U.S. government and recognize gal- 
lantry under fire, for instance? 
posthumous rewards to outstanding but deceased tomatoes, of 
Photographic evidence and affidavits about what a brave, 
beautiful tomato it WAS wouldn’t enhance the exhibits at the fair, 
I know. But how about something for the plants that withstood 
the spring’s infestation of inch worms, weathered torrential rains 
and weeks of neglect and still produced tomatoes? 

That’s a far worthier award, I think, than one for a great big 
gaudy tomato that just happens to weigh two or three pounds and 
glow with a rich color like an oak fire on a cold night. My plan 
is not to encourage a vulgar display of some gardener but... 
well, never mind. We’ll just eat my tomato. That’s a pretty high 
calling for a tomato, I suppose, and far more nutritious for my 
children than blue ribbons.

Prickley. Heat 


Common Ailment 


Prickly heat and chafing are 
the most common summer rash- 
es. They are avoided by keeping 
the skin clean, dry, and cool. 
This may not be easy, especially 
for those who live and work in 
hot, humid areas.. Fans, air con- 
ditioning, and light and porous 
clothing are the best preventives. 

Babies develop prickly heat dur- 
ing the summer when overdressed 
by day and covered with blankets 
at night. Infants are more sus- 
ceptible than grownups because

their skin is thin and tender. But 
adults are not immune, particu- 
larly workers in the tropics or 
other hot environments. 

Prickly heat is a red rash re- 
sembling goose flesh. It is most 
common on the back, chest, and 
buttocks; the palms, soles, and 
face usually escape. Each tiny 
mound represents a sweat gland 
that has been overworked or 
plugged by dead skin, dirt and 
other debris. Sweat is retained 
and the gland may be so fatigued 
it refuses to work. 

Chafing is different. It is a red 
and mildly painful rash that fa- 
vors areas between folds of skin. 
In some instances, the parts be- 
come so irritated a discharge, fis- 
sures, or abrasions will occur. 

This skin irritation stems from 
a combination of heat, moisture, 
lack of ventilation, and rubbing 
together of two surfaces. 

The obese suffer most, espe- 
cially in the armpits, groins, but- 
tocks, and on the skin between 
fingers and toes. Moisture invites 
ringworm or other infection. The 
problem is solved by keeping the 
skin clean, dry, and as well ven- 
tilated as possible by wearing 
loose, lightweight garments. The 
parts should be washed thorough- 
ly, rinsed in cool water, and dried 
daily—or oftener. Both of these 
rashes are benefited by the use 
of talcum powder.
